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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) i 

The French were never very famous for their knowledge of 
English character or habits; and in the pesent day, notwithstand- 
ing the frequent intercourse by means 0 railway and steam-boats, 
they seem little improved by all the investigations they can set on 
foot. A short time since Eugéne Guinot, a lively writer, visited 
London, and forthwith indited more absurdities than the veriest 
cockney could have committed in his impressions of Paris; and 
now we have another blunderer in the field. ae ; 

Of all the journals that decide ex cathedré on the condition, poli- 
tical and social, of L’ Angleterre, the Evénement considers itself 
a first-rate authority. Its pretensions may be judged from the 
following exquisite specimen :—~ 

sf Mise Burdett Coutts, the rich heiress of the Duchess of St. 
Alban’s, was introduced the day before yesterday, at the Elysée, by 
Lord Normanby. The rumours of a marriage between Miss Bur- 
dett Coutts and M, Louis Bonaparte some months since will not 
have been forgotten, Miss Burdett Coutts is the daughter of Sir 
Francis Burdett, formerly member of the English Parliament, who 
passed the first thirty years of his life on the benches of the 
‘Whigs, and the last twenty years on those of the Tories. The 
Duchess of St. Alban’s, who left her her immense fortune, had been 
well known in the theatrical world as Mrs. Siddons, whose first 
husband was Mr, Coutts, the rich London banker, and whose for- 
tune she subsequently bestowed on the Duke of St. Alban’s, who 
was younger than her by thirty years, though he descended ito the 
tomb several years before her. The Duchess of St. Alban’s died 
about four years ago.” 


It was a standard jest some few years since, at the table of a cer- 
tain foreign envoy at Madrid, that a Spanish Minister, when editor 
of a newspaper, recommended very strongly, in a lecture at a 
literary and scientific society, the translation into Castilian of a 
celebrated work on natural history by an Irish author, — The 
work, he maintained, ‘would greatly improve those magnificent 
animals whose tortures afford so much delight on each successive 
Monday to the Madrid populace in the Plaza de Toros, On inquiry 
it was found that the work in question, believed by the enlightened 
Spanish statesman to be an essay on that department of the brute 
creation, was nothing more or less than Miss Edgeworth’s ‘ Essay 
on Irish Bulls’! The statement of the Evénement, without being 
quite so droll, is quite as near the truth. : ; 

There has been a dreadful steam-boat explosion at Bois-le-Duc, 
in Belgium, by which many lives were sacrificed. The boiler of 
the steam-boat Jan Van Arkel blew up just as it was leaving the 
pier; the shock was so great that it was felt all over the town, and 
the inhabitants rushed from their houses fearing that an earthquake 
had taken place. The steamer was literally demolished. Might 
corpses have been found, and nine persons are mortally wounded, 
It is feared more lives are lost, as several persons are still missing. 
The boiler blew up with such force that a portion of it, weighing 
upwards of a ton, was thrown over the houses on the quay: another 
parson was thrown to a distance of 200 paces. ‘Three persons were 

lown into the air, and fell in different directions horribly mutilated 

It is generally believed that General Baraguay d’Hilliers will 

roceed at once to Rome; and it is also rumoured that M, Leon 
“aucher will forthwith replace M. Ferdinand Barrot in the Ministry 
of the Interior. é 

A complaint was recently entered before the Civil Tribunal of the 
Seine, by the members of the committee of administration of the 
Théatre Frangais, with a view of compelling Mile. Rachel to 
appear before the tribunal to show cause why she had ceased to 
belong to the theatre, and, in accordance with the laws of the 
society, to compel her to fulfil the duties she contracted to per- 
form, and, in default of her doing so, to show cause why she should 
not be condemned in the sum of 12,000 francs damages and in- 
terest, from the 15th ult., for every week she declines to conform 
to the regulations. The complaint also prayed the tribunal to 
grant such provisional condemnation to the theatre as it should 
think proper, The tribunal, agreeing with the views of the com- 
plainants, fixed a day for hearing the complaint. 

The event of the 3lst of October should be put on record. It is 
at once sufficiently serious, from the consequences with which it 
may be attended, and curious in itself, from the circumstances 
connected with it, I can guarantee the correctness of the fol- 
lowing details:—The Ministers repaired one by one to the 
Elysée, in consequence of a convocation made in the usual form. 
M. Odilon Barrot, who was confined to his house at Bougival, was 
alone absent. ‘Ihe meeting took place at noon. Affairs of secondary 
interest were talked of, and on the arrival of the Ministers nothing 
particular was remarked in the tone or manner of the President. 
I'he business on the order of the day having teen got through, 
M. Passy observed that it was necessary to occupy themselves 
with providing a successor for M. de Falloux. ‘ You are right,” 
said the President, “M- de Falloux must be replaced; but it is not 
he alone, but all the Ministers.” The greatest consternation wag 
visible among the members of the Cabinet. They insisted on the 
disastrous effects which would result from the resolution of the 
President, and on the dangers of the erisis which he was about to 
cause, The President demanded whether or no he had the “right” 
to change his Ministers. The reply could not be doubtful. Well, 
then,” said he, ‘I shall exercise thatright, And now,” added he, 
“have La right to have a policy and to form ideas? I have that 
right, and I shall apply it. [am responsible, 1 wish to act, and in 
order to doa that I must have Ministers who will join with me in 
that action,” There was no ground for discussing the right of the 
President, After this, if tie President be judged by his deeds and 
speeches, his most bitter enemies must be constrained to avow that 
he has shown considerable ability, firmness, and decision af cha- 
racter, and that he is in all respects well fitted to rude amidst 
popular elements. 

One of the most remarkable clreumstances attending the late 
change is the fact that it has not altered the relations of the 
President with General Changarnuier—that the new Ministry came 
into life under the patronage of that powerful personage—and that 
of allthe men wha have the character and ability required to play a 
bold and independent part General Changarnicr alone has stood by 
Louis Napoleon from first to last. Since the death of Marshal 
Bugeaud that officer may be regarded as the most important 
political character in the French army, and perhaps as its most 
efficient military chief,

Its most extensive use is 
that of candle-making, for which purpose it answers admirably, 

Wax has been successfully applied as a means of imitating 
flowers, fruit, &c. Wax-flowers are made of sheets of wax in 
the same way that common artificial flowers are of paper, using 
thin sheets of coloured wax instead, and joining the various 
pieces together by means of a piece of wire or knitting-needle, 
made hot, which will melt the wax at the parts which are to be 
joined together, and so fasten them. The wax may be coloured 
by melting and stirring in the colour in powder, To prepare the 
sheets of wax, take a camel-hair pencil and dip it inthe melted 
wax, and by this means spread a thin layer of the coloured or 
white wax ona “ Dutch tile,” or the bottom of a plate; when 
this is cold, apply the edge of a common table-knife, pressing 
the edge firmly on to the plate, and steadily pushing it forward, 
the wax will come off in a thin sheet: this may be cut into the 
requisite forms for leaves, &c., with a pair of scissors. ; 

Sealing-wax does not contain any wax, but is a mixture of 
a resin called ‘lac’? with a small quantity of turpentine and 
yermilion (for red wax), or lamp-black (for black wax), 

Spermaceti is a substance much resembling wax, but has a 
distinctly crystalline texture ; It 1s obtained (in union with oil) 
from a cavity in the head of the spermaceti whale (Physeter 
macrocephalus), whence it is removed and purified by pressure, 
&c. One whale will produce about ten large barrels of crude 
Serna neat set of substances to be described are those which 
consist chiefly of the four elements—oxygen, hydrogen, carbon, 
and nitrogen—in union with minute proportions of sulphur and 
phosphorus ; and it may be here stated that, although these 
are the substances which compose by far the greater bulk of 
the animal creation, and, in consequence, have obtained the 
name of ‘‘ animal substances,” yet there 1s, perhaps, not one of 
these substances which do not exist in the vegetable world.

Mr. Simon’s annual report to the City commissioners of 
Sewers (says the Times) is unquestionably the ablest, most lucid, 
and most temperate statement of our sanitary condition and wants 
that it has been yet our fortune to peruse; and we are greatly mis- 
taken if it is not the programme of an earnest movement and the 
foundation of a substantial reform. What we wish particularly to 
call the attention of our readers to in this report, and what consti- 
tutes its real power, is the care taken by Mr. Simon to state all his 
facts in the most simple and undeniable form. By avoiding all 
exaggeration, and by contenting himself with the lowest estimate 
of facts and their consequences, he presents no assailable point to 
those critics who take up the subject for no other purpose than to 
create a diversion. The region of sanitary science, indeed, like any 
other, is liable to be haunted by gratuituous theories and imaginary 
terrors; and when such is the case it is equally exposed to the 
reaction of cold-blooded and scoffing incredulity. There are men 
who, for the sake of a joke, or ee some more solid form of 
selfishness, would consign myriads of their fellow-creatures to the 
lowest abyss of social dégendaitens Mr. Simon’s way of treating 
his subject is proof against this sort of attack. The city of London 
has been called comparatively exempt from the recent visitation 
because it happens to have suffered, on the whole, not quite 80 
severely as the Holborn district, or Whitechapel, or Bermondsey, 
Mr. Simon very properly observes that the comparison, to be of any 
value, ought to be made with reference to our normal and average 
condition, It is fair to assume that under a more salubrious system 
the City may be brought to exhibit the same rate of mortality as the 
better part of its suburbs. Our readers are painfully aware that 
even under ordinary circumstances the mortality of the City very 
much exceeds that of the metropolis on the hole: and is out of all 
proportion greater than that of the more favoured suburbs, What, 
then, if we have not rotted quite so fast as the squalid inhabitants 
of Bermondsey or Lambeth, who live under the level of high water, 
and drink from the ditches which serve them for drains? This is 
no consolation to us, who know that 125,000 in the heart of the 
metropolis are dying twice as fast as they need do. °

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THE PRACTICE OF ETCHING. 
VII. 
(Continued from page 200.) 


We have glanced, in the slight manner to which our space 
confines us, at the progress of etching up to the time of Evelyn 
—a period in the history of this art when a combination of 
means were united to produce the commencement of the style 
which is known as our present school of engraving. Previous 
to this time the mixture of etching work with the graver, 
aquatinta, mezzitinto, &c., were (with few exceptions) sepa- 
rately and distinctly used. We have before alluded to the 
introduction of mezzitinto by Prince Kupert, to the etching of 
Durer, Salvator Rosa, and others; we have also mentioned the 
engravings of the Italian and other schools before the intro- 
duction of etching. It will be seen, on examining these various 
styles, that one means only was used by each to produce a 
certain result, and that Rembrandt may be said to have been 
the first to combine various descriptions of engraving in the 
same manner as he combined various styles of painting to pro- 
duce the required effect. ‘The earliest specimens of mezzotinto 
engraving are very different from the beautiful results which 
have been produced by Martin, Yuens, Cousin, and others of our 
modern mezzotinto engravers; the reason is, that the moderns 
have combinedetching and other means with the original manner, 
in order to produce texture and varied depth of colour. It will 
be easily understood that the tint produced by the teeth of the 
mezzitinto tool must, although dark, be comparatively grey if 
contrasted with deep cuts of the graver or lines of etching, and 
that, by simply scraping in mezzitint, how difficult it is to pro- 
duce more than a broad notion of the light and shadow of a 
picture, An inspection of the modern mezzotinto engraving will 
show that in the parts requiring finish, such as the faces and 
points of drapery and of figures, the texture and details of foliage, 
buildings, &c. &c., all the dark touches are produced either by 
means of the graver or by etching. 

William Woollett, a name so famous in the history of en- 
graving in this country, was most successful in uniting the 
processes of etching, dry-pointing, and graver-work to produce 
a large and highly-finished line engraving. The consequence 
of this was, the production of a species of engraving which 
affords the means of conveying the varied shadowing and colour 
of the recent school of painting in a more distinct manner than 
could be done by either etching or any other kind of engraying 
used separately. 

Soon after the time of Evelin it became a practice for certain 
parties to do nothing but prepare the first etching for such en- 
gravers as had already become eminent}; and Woollett employed 
several etchers of great ability to prepare the first condition of 
his plate. Such of our readers as have the means of access to 
the print-room of the British Museum will be able to inspect 
the etching in ‘ aquafortis’’ proofs of most of our famous 
engravings ; and from that inspection we believe they will trace 
the cause of the faults in our present English school of En- 
graving to which we have formerly alluded. In our opinion 
the circumstance of one artist laying in the groundwork of an 
engraved picture, and another working it to its finished stage, 
must introduce that want of entire artistic quality and feeling 
which would be likely to result if the engraver undertook the 
entire execution of his work, 

However, since the time of Woollett but few of our en- 
gravings have been the work of one artist. In most instances 
the names of those who have executed the etchings have sunk 
into oblivion, although their artistic merit did (and does at the 
present day) deserve more consideration. 

It is, however, only our present duty to direct attention to 
these matters in such a manner as will enable the student to 

ain instruction in etching from a knowledge of the manner of 
execution of different kinds of engravings. We also think that 
a description of the means of applying etching to objects which 
are not required for the mere Purpores of printing, will, in 
many instances, be not only useful but amusing to our fair 
readers; and, having done 80, we will, for the present, close

This information 
was considered by the Englishman, and by Captain Chapel, as 
indicating that the ships of Sir John Franklin were clearly meant. 
The Englishman landed at Caye Hay, some distance from Pond’s 
Bay, a quantity of coal and provisions, with which his ship was 
furnished by the British Government for the use of the long-missing 
ships, if they should chance to come there, as they would be obliged 
to do on their return to England. ‘This is certainly the latest news 
from that quarter, and there is a possibility, perhaps a probability, 
that the commander of the unfortunate expedition and his crews are 
stillalive, Heaven send that it may be so !"’—The royal mail steam- 
ship Caledonia arrived in the Mersey on Wednesday, with four days’ 
later intelligence from Boston, which port she left on the 24th ult. 
The usual call at Halifax, to land and receive passengers, was made 
on the 26th ult, The Caledonia brings the usual mails and a con- 
siderable number of passengers. ‘Chere is very little of interest in 
the despatches. Nothing new from Canada, 


CANADA.—The agitation in favour of annexing Canada to the 
United States seems to have commenced in earnest and with great 
vigour in those provinces since the promulgation of the address on 
the subject, It appears by intelligence recently received, that the 
number of signatures to that address has swelled to 1200, A 
counter-manifesto has been drawn up and made public, and the 
names of 400 persons have been attached to it. 

Carn or Goop Horr,—Accounts from the Cape of Good Hope 
to the lst of September state that, so far from the wlarming excite- 
ment which has prevailed in the colony on the anticipated arrival 
there of the convicts from Bermuda having abated, it had, if pos- 
sible, increased, Ata meeting of the inhabitants of Cape ‘Town 
held on the 31st of August, Mr, Rutherford and Mr. Ansdell stated 
that they had waited on the governor at his request, when his 
excellency said:—‘* I have sent for you to inform you that I shall 
not receive the convicts on board the Neptune. I will have nothing 
to do with the Neptune or the convicts, tickets-of-leave men, or no 
tickets-of-leave men, I will have nothing to do withthem, The 
vessel having been chartered by the Navy Board, the admiral must 
take charge of them.” ‘The Cape Town people refused to accept 
this arrangement; they would not consent to the detention of the 
convict-ship in Simon’s Bay until Lord Grey’s pleasure is known, 
either under the charge of ‘the governor, the admiral, or the sur- 
geon-superintendent. They had determined to make no contracts 
with Government or any department—sell nothing to Government 
even for ready money—decline all intercourse with Government 
while a convict-ship remained in. the bay, ana until the order in 
council making the colony a penal settlement was revoked.— [Why 
this revocation is so obstinately prolonged is really past conjecture. 
Our colonial possessions are not so over-secure as to warrant such 
absurd tampering with their most important interests !]

And whether, ifso, it was numbered amongst the neces- 
sary works—the works more necessary than works of charity and 
beneficence, Probably the ladder was scrupulously placed on the 
Saturday night in the position of mischief for Sunday, the saintly 
assassin (in intention) priding himself on abstaining rigidly from 
following his usual avocation of wickedness on the Sabbath !

REport,—On ‘Tuesday the commissioners assembled at Guildhall, 
Mr, Deputy Peacock in the chair. Mr. Simon, the medical officer 
of health, rose and read an important document, to which the 
members paid the greatest attention, and which commenced thus :-— 
* During the fifty-two weeks dating from Oct. 1, 1848, to Sept, 29, 
1849, there died of the population of the city of Loudon 3799 per- 
sons. The rate of mortality, estimated from these data for a 
population of 125,500, would be somewhat in excess of thirty deaths 
out of every thousand living persons. ‘The lowest suburban mor- 
tality recorded in the fifth volume of the Registrar-General's 
Reports for the year then under estimation gave a rate of eleven 
in the thousand; and we might, perhaps, be justified in adopting 
that-rate as a minimum for the purpose of sanitary comparison, 
According to this standard (undoubtedly a very high one) it would 
appear that, during the last year, death has prevailed in the city of 

ondon with nearly three times its recognised minimum of severity. 
But, to aveidall sources of fallacy, I will allow a very ample margin 
to this admeasurement; I will take fifteen per thousand as a fair 
standard, and will assume that the deaths in the City have amounted 
to only the double of their normal proportion, Probably no one 
contends that the lower rate of mortality (as illustrated at Dulwich 
or Sydenham) indicates an over-healthy condition of the locality to 
which it reférs, Probably no one argues that human life, in those 
healthier districts, is prolonged beyond enviable limits. Surely, on 
the contrary, every one who can measure the large amount of 
misery and destitution which result from a high rate of mortality 
will think it most desirable that by every means within the scope 
of sanitary science exertion should be made to reduce the higher 
rate to the level ofthe lower, Therefore, gentlemen, I venture to 
assure myself that I shall but have anticipated the wishes of this 
honourable: court. in preparing for your consideration a statement 
of those circumstances which apparently conspire to determine the 
larger mortality of the city of London.”®

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


CriminaL Appgaw, November 7.— 
Rea. v. MARIA MANNING.—Mr. Ballantine, with whom was Mr. 
Parry, appeared in support of the prisoner's appeal ; the Attorney- 
General (Mr. Clarkson, Mr. Bodkin, and Mr. Clark were with him) 
appeared on the part of the Crown.—Mr. Ballantine said it would 

robably be in the recollection of their lordships that the prisoner, 
Maria Manning, was indicted, jointly with her husband, Frederick 
George Manning, at the last session of the Central Criminal 
Court, for the wilful murder of Patrick O’Connor, on Aug. 9 last, 
when both the prisoners were convicted. Upon being called upon 
to plead, the prisoner, Maria Manning, prayed to be tried by a 
jury de medietate lingue, on the ground that she was an alien, born 
at Lausanne, in Switzerland. In answer to this suggestion the 
Attorney-General pleaded, averring the marriage of the prisoner 
with Frederick George Manning, a British-born subject, on the 
97th of May, 1847, after the passing of the 7th and 8th Victoria, 
c. 66, by reason of which said marriage and the statute referred to, 
it was contended, on the part of the Crown, that the prisoner was 
not entitled to be tried by a jury de medietate lingue. To this 
plea the prisoner demurred, and, the Attorney-General having 
joined in the demurrer, the presiding judges (the Lord Chief 
‘Baron, Mr, Justice Maule, and Mr, Justice Cresswell) gave judg- 
ment for the Crown. The learned counsel then proceeded to inform 
the court that the prisoner relied upon the privileges secured to 
aliens by the 28th Edward IIL., c. 18, s. 2.—Having argued the 
case, judgment was pronounced. It remained for the Lord Chief 
Justice to say that the prisoner was not entitled to be tried by a 
jury such as she had claimed. The judgment of the court below 
will, therefore, be affirmed. After the adverse decision pronounced 
in the Court of Exchequer Chamber on the appeal of this convict, 
Mr. Solomon, her solicitor, :proceeded to Horsemonger-lane Gaol, 
and had an interview with the chaplain, the Rev. Mr. Rowe, whom 
he requested to communicate ‘the result to his unhappy client. 
Especial care had been taken not to inform the wretched woman of 
the steps in progress for prosecuting the appeal, and theannounce- 
ment of its failure made to her by the rev. chaplain was the first 
intimation she had had of any movement in the matter having been 
made, The convict received the information without any remarkable 
manifestation of feeling, merely observing, as she has frequently 
done, that ‘everybody is against her, and that juscice has not 
been done her.”—The day ‘for ‘the execution of the last dread sen- 
tence of the law has been fixed ‘for Tuesday, the 138th inst. 


THe Convict Jorpan.—On Tuesday, at eleven o’clock, 
amessenger from the Home-office arrived at Horsemonger-lane 
gaol, bearing a respite, during her Majesty’s pleasure, for the con- 
viet Alfred Stephen Jordan, capitally convicted of attempting to 
murder a woman, who has since recovered, in Dulwich-wood. The 
act of clemency was communicated in a letter from Sir George 
Grey, addressed to the high sheriff of Surrey, who lost no time in 
forwarding the intelligence to the Rev. William Sloman Rowe, 
chaplain of the gaol, who immediately visited the convict and 
informed him of the fact. The wretched youth received the intel- 
ligence with stoical indifference, betraying no emotion of gratitude 
and appearing perfectly careless as to what became of him, 


Tun ArreEMPpTED PARRICIDE AT Cuiswick.—FINAL 
EXAMINATION AND COMMITTAL OF THE PRISONER.—On Tuesday 
Henry Bathurst Monkhouse, who has been so freqaently remanded 
at the Hammersmith Police Court on the charge of having felo- 
niously discharged a loaded pistol at his father, Mr. John Farmer 
Monkhouse, was again brought up in the prison van, from the 
House of Detention, for further examination. The father of the 
prisoner, Mr. John Farmer Monkhouse, was introduced into court, 
and, instead of being placed in the witness-box, was accommodated 
in the side-passage leading from the lobby into the dock. The 
prisoner did not move a muscle on hearing his father called, nor 
did he indulge even in the slightest or most furtive glance in the 
direction of the spot at which Mr. Monkhuuse, sen., stood. On 
the contrary, he retained immoveably the position he had assumed 
on being first placed at the bar. Mr. Monkhouse (as it appeared to 
us) did not venture to look at his unhappy son (though this was the 
first occasion of their meeting since the sad event), but kept his 
eyes directed to the bench, Having been sworn, his deposition was 
read, to the following effect:—I reside on Chiswick-mall, in the 
parish of Chiswick, and am a gentleman. The prisoner is my son, 
On Thursday night, Oct. 4, about ten o’clock, I heard a ringing at 
my gate-bell, and I went to the front door, when my servant-maid 
went tothe gate. I heard a man say to her, ‘A gentleman from 
London wishes to see Mr. Monkhouse.” Immediately afterwards 
I heard my son, the prisoner, say, eh: am a Monkhouse!”’ and he 
then rushed up to where I was standing and shot me. I fell, and 
heard a second shot, The thing was so _ momentary that I did not 
observe anything partioular.—Finally, Mr. Beadon ordered the pri- 
soner to be committed to Newgate for trial on the charge of felo- 
niously shooting at and wounding the prosecutor, with intent to 
kill and murder him. The prisoner was then removed from the 
dock, and at five o'clock conveyed in the prison van to Newgate, 
there to await his trial.

We doubt whether this work will be read for its interest as a 
novel, though even in that respect it has merits, but not 
attractive ones, as novel-reading goes, Intrinsically it is 
‘superior to many works which will find more readers, perhaps;

But M. Thiers, not satisfied with placing the hero 
of historical romance ‘‘ above all Greek, above all Roman 
fame,” as a soldier, and a statesman and legislator, endeavours 
to prove him superior to all other men upon the ocean also; 
and to that end he attempts to explain away these two over- 
whelming defeats, by showing that Napoleon's naval policy 
failed rather from untoward accidents than by reason of the 
valour or the skill of his opponents. In the narrative of M, 
Thiers, English sailors are always beaten by his countrymen 
when the forces approximate even to equality, Overwhelming 
numbers alone give, in any case, the victory to the English ;

It was a standard jest some few years since, at the table of a cer- 
tain foreign envoy at Madrid, that a Spanish Minister, when editor 
of a newspaper,

A complaint was recently entered before the Civil Tribunal of the

society, to compel her to fulfil the duties she contracted to per- 


form, and, in default of her doing so, to show cause why she should’ 


not be condemned in the sum of 12,000 francs damages and in- 
terest, from the 1éth ult, for every week she declines to conform 
to the regulations. The complaint also prayed the tribunal to 
Brant such provisional condemnation to the theatre as it should

The event of the 31st af October should be put on record. It is 
at once sufficiently serious, from the consequences with which it 
may be attended, and curious in itself, from the. circumstances 
connected with it.

We have glanced, in the slight manner to which our space 
confines us, at the progress of etching up to the time of Evelyn 
—a period in the history of this art when a combination of 
means were united to produce the commencement of the style 
which is known as our present school of engraving, Previous 
to this time the mixture of etching work with the graver, 
aquatinta, mezzitinto, &c., were (with few exceptions) scpa- 
rately and distinctly used. We have before alluded to the 
introduction of mezzitinto by Prince Rupert, to the etching of 
Durer, Salvator Rosa, and others; we have also mentioned the 
engravings of the Italian and other schools before the intro- 
duction of etching. It will be seen, on examining these various 
styles, that one means only was used by each to produce a 
certain result, and that Rembrandt may be said to have been 
the first to combine various descriptions of engraving in the 
same manner as he combined various styles of painting to pro- 
duce the required effect. ‘The earliest specimens of mezzotinto 
engraving are very different from the beautiful results which 
have been produced by Martin, Yuens, Cousin, and others of our 
modern mezzotinto engravers; the reason 1s, that the moderns 
have combinedetching and other means with the original manner, 
in order to produce texture and varied depth of colour. It will 
be easily understood that the tint produced by the teeth of the 
mezzitinto tool must, although dark, be comparatively grey if 
contrasted with deep cuts of the graver or lines of etching, and 
that, by simply scraping in mezzitint, how difficult it is to pro- 
duce more than a broad notion of the light and shadow of a 
picture. An inspection of the modern mezzotinto engraving will 
show that in the parts requiring finish, such as the faces and 
points of drapery and of figures, the texture and details of foliage, 
buildings, &c. &c., all the dark touches are produced either by 
means of the graver or by etching. : : 

William Woollett, 2» name so famous in the history of en- 
graving in this country, was most successful in uniting the 
processes of etching, dry-pointing, and graver-work to produce 
a large and highly-finished line engraving. The consequence 
of this was, the production of a species of engraving which 


affords the means of conveying the varied shadowing and colour 


of the recent school of painting in a more distinct manner than 


could be done by either etching or any other kind of engraving 
used separately. : ; 

Soon after the time of Evelin it became a practice for certain 
parties to do nothing but prepare the first etching for such en- 
gravers as had already become eminent; and Woollett employed 
several etchers of great ability to prepare the first condition of 
his plate. Such of our readers as have the means of access to 
the print-room of the British Museum will be able to inspect 
the etching in “ aquafortis ’’ proofs of most of our famous 
engravings ; and from that inspection we believe they will trace 
the cause of the faults in our present English school of En- 
graying to which we have formerly alluded. In our opinion 
the circumstance of one artist laying in the groundwork of an 
engraved picture, and another working it to its finished stage, 
must introduce that want of entire artistic quality and feeling 
which would be likely to result if the engraver undertook the 
entire execution of his work, 

However, since the time of Woollett but few of our en- 
gravings have been the work of one artist. In most instances 
the names of those who have executed the etchings have sunk 
into oblivion, although their artistic merit did (and does at the 
present day) deserve more consideration. ; 

It is, however, only our present duty to direct attention to 
these matters in such a manner as will enable the student to 
gain instruction in etching from a knowledge of the manner of 
execution of different kinds of engravings. We also think that 
a description of the means of applying etching to objects which 
are not required for the mere purposes of printing, will, in 
many instances, be not only useful but amusing to our fair 
readers; and, having done s0, we will, for the present, close 
these remarks by giving a few useful examples in connection

To engrave in lines—as in an etching—a view, &c., it ig 
necessary to lay as thin a tint as possible of Brunswick-black 
varnish over the ivory ; when it is quite dry the design may be 
transferred in the manner described in a former paper; and 
then the process is exactly the same as etching, except that it 
1s necessary to use pyroligneous acid instead of nitrous, 

If it is intended that the engraving be executed in relief, as 
wood-engraving, the design must be scratched on the ivory 
and the ornament intended to be relieved painted in the 
Brunswick varnish with a fine brush upon it. Of course the 
acid will remove all parts that are not protected by the var- 
nish. Very pretty effect may, by this process, be produced with 
gree ease and. noe much artistic knowledge. 

_Glass may, in like manner, be etched upon, 
Flemish painted-glass windows a ecuereble amet eeds tne 
refinement of the effect is produced by making the glass of 
different thicknesses by means of corrosive acid The Gran 
ment which we occasionally see used in our parlour and OtnEE 
windows is produced by means of acid, and is, in fact, a sort 
of etching on glass, In some of these designs the flower or 
diaper pattern is bright and relieved by a dark ground; in 
others, the reverse, The acid acting on the glass although 
it causes relief, is still of similar clearness with the other 
portion, The tint is produced by rubbing the surface which 
stands up with emery and some flat substance, which will have 
the effect of scratching all portions which are left standing. 
Thus, if the flower or ornament has been painted on the glass 
with varnish, and the part removed by acid, the application of 
emery will, of course, give the appearance of a dark flower on 
a light ground, and the reverse if the process is altered, The

At the same time the nurse who had attended 
the deceased lady was also seized, and died on Tuesday. This 
fresh outbreak has created no little alarm in the city. 


Brrtus, MARRIAGES, AND Deatus.—tThe following 
is the quarterly return, published by authority of the Registrar- 
General, of the marriages, births, and deaths, registered in the 
divisions, counties, and districts of England :—The following return 
comprises the births and deaths which were registered in all the 
districts of England, by 2189 registrars, in the summer quarter 
ending Sept. 30, 1849 ; and the marriages in above 12,000 chapels 
and churches, 2869 registered places of worship unconnected with 
the Established Church, and 623 superintendent registrars’ offices, 
in the quarter ending June 80, 1849, The return of marriages is 
incomplete; but the numbers wanting are inconsiderable, and 
have been supplied from the previous years. Returns of the births 
and deaths have been received from every registrar ; and there is 
reason to believe thut, under the calamity that has befallen the 
kingdom, no deaths have escaped registration, or been assigned 
by the medical attendants to any but what they considered the true 
causes. The return, unlike other 'returns in this and other coun- 
tries, includes every parish and place, whether healthy or suffering 
from an epidemic, and deaths from every cause; 80 that the tables 
and the registrar’s remarks exhibit the results of a rapid but gene- 
ral sanitary survey of the country. The result summarily is, that 
the marriages area little above the average, the births slightly 
below the average, the deaths in greater number than have ever 
before been registered. The deaths in the three months were 134,864, 
or 47,602 more than were registered in the summer quarter of 1848, 
They exceeded the births (135,200) by 164; and as the emigrants 
in the quarter, from London, Liverpool, and Plymouth alone, 
amounted, according to the emigration commissioners, to 46,558, 
the population of England has suffered, died, and decreased during 
the quarter to adegree of which there is no example in the present 
century.—— Marriages.—The marriages (84,702) in the quarter 
ending June 30, 1848, were fewer than the marriages in the corre- 
sponding quarters of 1845-47; in the June quarter of 1849 the 
numbers increased in London, Bedfordshire, Gloucestershire, 
Shropshire, Warwickshire, Nottinghamshire, Cheshire, Lanca- 
shire, and the west riding of Yorkshire. In the other counties 
the aggregate returns differ little from those of 1848. The mar- 
riages were about 35,908 in the three months. ——Births.—135,200 
births were registered in the quarter ending Sept. 30, 1849; the 
births were 103,716 in the previous quarter, an 140,361 in the 
corresponding quarter of 1848. The rate of birth was higher than 
in the September quarter of 1847; and lower, with this exception, 
than in any September quarter since 1840. In London the births 
were 17,224, which is near the average number. In the other divi- 
sions the births were fewer than in the September quarter of 1848— 
when they were, however, considerably above the average.—— 
Births and Deaths.— Decrease of Population.—The deaths exceed 
the births registered by 164; but all the births are not registered, 
and a certain number of Scotch and Irish people enter England 
every quarter, so.that, were it not for emigration, it is probable that, 
notwithstanding the mortality, the population would have slightly 
increased. TEmigration has, however, gone on rapidly, and England 
has now less inhabitants by several thousands than were within its 
shores at Midsummer.——State of the Public Health.—In the five 
summer quarters ending Sept. 80, 1845-49, the deaths were 74 872, 
101,663, 93,435, 87,762, and 135,364. The deaths in the last summer 
quarter exceeded the deaths of the summer of 1845 by 60,492; the 
annual rates of mortality in the two summers were 1:767 and 3 030 
respectively; 80 that the latter exceed the former by 71 per cent. 
‘The average rate per annum of mortality is generally lower in the 
summer than in either of the other three quarters. During the 
eleven summers of 1888-48 it was 1983. The annual mortality of 
the summer quarter, 1849, exceeded the quarterly average by 53 per 
cent, ‘The excess has been caused almost entirely by the cholera. 
The mortality will be found to have been very unequally distributed 
over the country, and to have generally been greatest in the dense 


town populations.

He shook him fervently by the 
hand, and held it in his grasp for some moments, during which 
time neither was able, from the force of their emotions, to utter a 
word. ‘Those present were moved by the sadness and awful reality 
of the scene. At length the brother said, ‘‘ Surely, Frederick, you 
are not guilty of this horrible charge?’’? Manning immediately 
replied, ‘ No, I am innocent. I have told Mr. Rowe everything. 
I have confessed all to him; have I not, Mr. Rowe? (Mr. Rowe 
nodded assent.) Edmund, she murdered him, Iwas up stairs, 
dressing myself, at the time she shot him, I did not know she was 
going to do so. I had no hand in the murder. Mr. Rowe knows 
IT am innocent.” The unfortunate man continued to assert his 
innocence with much vehemence and excitement, and then added,

he was, and how deeply guilty was the part she had layed in the 
awful drama, for upon the truth of her statement epended the 
issue of life and death to him ; and, as she knew he was innocent, he 
implored her to save him from an ignominious death upon the 
scaffold. The letter concluded by imploring his wife to grant him 
an interview. ‘The letter covered three pages of letter-paper. Mrs. 
Manning, soon after the receipt of the above, called for pen, ink, 
and paper, an indited a long letter to her husband, which covered 
four sides of letter-paper, closely written. She began by saying, 
‘«T address you as my husband,” and contained. more than once the 
expression “ my dear.”

Ned Allen ; or, The Past Age. By David Hannay, Esq. 2 vols, 
Longman and Co, 

We doubt whether this work will be read for its interest as a 
novel, though even in that respect it has merits, but not 
attractive ones, as novel-reading goes. Intrinsically it is 
superior to many works which will find more readers, perhaps; 
and here, let us add, we should be glad to find ourselves mis- 
taken. But.take up Mr. Hannay’s novel for the sake of its 
passages of fact, and not romance, and in every chapter the 
reader will find amusement. For instance, ina fishing excursion 
the hero relates what follows :—

Crown.—A return has been published, on the motion of Mr. 
Hayter, M.P., giving some statistical particulars relative to the 
receipts and expenditure of the Commissioners of Woods and 
Forests. It appears thatin the year ended 8lst of March, 1849, 
the total income of the land revenue amounted to £463,463; and 
the gross total concurrent expenditure to £288,485; leaving a net 
available balance of income on the 31st of March, 1849, of £174,977. 
The expenditure includes the following items (amongst many 
others, too numerous to quote), viz., £27,310 for the office of 
Woods; £2820 for law charges ; £3841 for the repairs and improye- 
ments of Crown estates; £7954 for rates and taxes on Crown pro- 
perty; £34,682 for the royal forests and woodlands; and £71,346 
for the royal parks and gardens,

The first offender, in excuse for hid conduct, said he let off fire- 
works in accordatice with the act of Parliament, atid on being asked what 
act, he replied the Guy Fawkes Act, which ought never to be forgotten, and 
he considereidl lie was doing a very meritorious act, Mr. Yardley good- 
humouredly observed, that the sooner the Guy Fawkes Act was disobeyed 
and forgoiten the better, and dischatgéd the defendatt with & reprimand, 
After numerous convictions of boys and children of larger growih, several 
persons were charged with letting off fireworks and firearms on ‘Lower-hill, 
where several thousand persons were assembled in accordance with ancient 
custom, They were not interrupted as long as they confined themselves to the 
ordinary fireworks, squibs, crackers, and catherine wheels, but many of them 
began to tet off pistols, small cannon, and other pieces of ordnance.
